THEY MAKE AN OBJECTION TO 


THE ANNUITY 


FUND. 


Many of the school teachers of this 


county have been far some time dissatis- 
fied with the annuity fund that -was es- 
tablished about six years ago, and now 
steps are being: taken to recommend the 
abolishment of the system. It has been 
decided to call a meeting of all the teach- 
ers in the county, numbering about 173, 
to consider the matter on Saturday, No- 
vember 15th. The meeting is to be held 
In the High school building-. At a prelim- 
inary meeting held last Saturday a straw- 
vote of about sixty teachers was taKen 
resulting in about three-fifths of them 
being in favor of abolishment o£ the fund 
Others were in (avor of endeavoring to 
obtain legislation to place the fund on a 
more stable basis. 


The annuity fund for teachers was cre- 


ated by an act of the State Legislature 
about six years ago. and has since been 
in operation in this county. 
It provides 
that teachers shall contribute 41 a month 
from their salary to the fund. After they 
have taught twenty-five years they may 
retire and receive a 
pension of $23 a 
month. 


The principal objection to the fund IB 
that membership to the organization is 
voluntary. It is contended that tf teach- 
ers are not compelled to join the associa- 
tion the fund will be unstable, and there 
will be no guarantee that teachers who 
have been retired will be able to draw 
their pensions. An effort was made by f. 
M. l-.sher, principal of the Pofs'technlc 
High school, at the last session of the 
Legislature to have the law changed so 
that all teachers wouk. be required to 
join the association after they had taugh; 
a certain period. 
There was opposition 
to the change, however, and It did not 
carry. 


Now Laose who were disappointed in 


failing- to obtain the change are desirous 
of securing a recommendation from the 
teachers of this county that the Legisla- 
ture shall entirely abolish the fund and 
authorize the money paid in to be re- 
turned. There is now about $9,030 in the 
fund.

The steamer San Jose which arriv- 


ed, yesterday morning in San Francisco 
brought the body of James C. McKee 
ironi Mazatlan, and also further par- 
ticulars of his death. Mr. McKee was 
drowneil in the surf as Jlazatlan, on 
the 19th of October. 
He had gone to 


Mexico for the benefit of his health, 
which had been fully restored, and at 
the time of his death was traveling 
with Mr. Clarendon Foster of New 
York, who has large mining interests 
in Mexico. While at Mazatlan they 
were in thp habit of bathing- in the surf 
daily. Mr. McKee on the morning o£ 
October lath, went in bathing alone 
and ivhen he did not return by after- 
noon a search was made for him and 
his body was found on the beach dress- 
ed in his bathing suit. At the time 
theVe was a suggestion made of foul 
play, but the matter was thoroughly 
investigated by the Mexican authori- 
ties and also Mr. L,ouis Kaiser, U. S. 
Consul, and \vere found to be ground- 
less. It was developed in the exam- 
ination, hou-ever. that the beach at the 
point at which Mr. McKee waa 'bath- 
ing- was a shelf and dropped abruptly 
into deep water, and also that the cur- 
rent at this point was very strong. The 
Consul reports that the 
indications 


wei'e that he was taken with cramps 
in his efforts to. save himself, and was 
drou-ned before he \vas again able to 
reach the shore. 
Mv. McKee was well 


and favorably known in this commun- 
ity and was for the last ten years cash- 
ier of the Fanners anil Merchants Sav- 
ings Bank of this city. He was the 
son of the late Judge Sam Bell McKee. 
The burial will take place at Mt. View- 
Cemetery tomorrow afternoon.

The necessity of having sound, weli- 


sliaped and strong feet in all classes 
of. horses used for any kind of work, 
and more especially for work in towns 
or on hard roads, is most important and 
requires the-attention of all 
horse- 


breeders. 
Weak, badly shaped or too 


small feet decrease the usefulness and 
the value of a horse to a greater or less 
extent, according to the seriousness ot 
the defect and the kind of work the 
animal in question is required for. 
In 


the case of team horses on farms, for 
instance, which travel principally 
on 


soft grounri, feet which are faulty or 
defective in some way or other are not 
nearly so serious a draw-back as in 
the case of draught horses doing: town 
work, in which sound and strong feet 
are of the utmost and of vital import- 
ance if the horses are to stand work 
for any length of time. 
• 


The shape and nature of 9, horse's 


feet depend primarily upon three points 
which are as follows: Firstly, on he- 
reditj- and on the breeding of a colt; 
secondly, on the influences of soil and 
climate which these exert on the de- 
velopment of the foot; and, thirdly, on 
the care with which the feet are at- 
tended to during- the growth from foai- 
lood to maturity. 


In regard to the first point, it is -well 
lown 
that in breeding horses stress 


should be lair! on having- sound, 
well 


shaped feet in both mares and stallions, 
;o as to insure this desirable quality 
n their'projeny. 
Poorly shaped, weak 


and fiat feet in the parents, or in one 
of them, are readily transmitted to th 
offspring in the same way as any other 
bad 
quality 
may 
be transmitted 


Though 
poor feet are found In any 


breed of 'horses, yet they are more fre- 
juent in certain breeds than in others 
this being due largely to the nature 
of soii anrl climatic influences undei 
vhich different breeds of horses are 
•pared. 


As far as concerns the second point 
may be stated that dry, high-lying 


lil and a comparatively dry climate 
avor the production of horses 
with 


itrong-, tough, sound and well-propor- 
ioned anrl small rather than big feet, 
vhile horses brefl on low-lying, marshy 
and and in a damp climate have soft, 
preacling and oftentimes flat feet of 
in inferior quality as far as regards 


bility to stand work. 
Apart from the more general ques- 


ion of different countries or different 
listriots in one country, the question 
of the nature of the soil influences the 
fjuality and development of the hoof in 
one and the same locality, according to 
whether 
low-lying a horse has been reared on

the feet of horses in that on soft 
or 


spongy pastures the wear of the horn 
is not equal to the rate of its growth, 
which results in the hoof becoming out- 
grown and misshapen unless attended 
to.

The Coroner has issued a. 


warrant for the arrest of John Dimun- 
clio of Coney Island, who is alleged to 
have been in charge of the fireworks. 


"It is a case of absolute criminal ne- 


glect," said the Coroner. "One of the 
mortars was set off and it was pointed 
at a row of other 
mortars in a line. 


There was a defect in the bottom of 
the mortar and it leaned towards the 
others, which were set off by the lire 
ball thrown toward them."
